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Pub under 
threat in 
plans for 
housing 

A VILLAGE pub is under 
threat after its owners 
applied for planning permis¬ 
sion to turn it into houses. 

A campaign has now been 
launched to save The Punch 
Bowl in Llandrinio, between 
Oswestry and Welshpool, 
which is still trading. 

Former landlord and 
County Councillor Graham 
Brown, who represents 
Llandrinio, said the pub’s 
owner Punch Taverns had 
submitted the application. 

He said: “I have received 
an email from the planning 
department informing me 
that an application has been 
received to convert the 
Punch Bowl into two resi¬ 
dential units and build two 
other properties on the rest 
of the land.” 

John Morris, who cap¬ 
tains one of the pub’s pool 
teams, has launched a peti¬ 
tion to try to save the facil¬ 
ity. He said: “I don’t know if 
anything can be done about 
this but we have to give it a 
try. It’s the only pub in the 
village and I hate the 
thought of losing it.” 

Mr Morris, 34, from Four 
Crosses, has set up a Face- 
book group to raise support 
for the campaign which is at 
facebook.com/groups/246 
756718819915/ 

Sarah Maia, spokes¬ 
woman for Punch Taverns, 
said: “This pub forms part of 
our turnaround division, in 
which we have committed to 
review the future of our less 
sustainable pub businesses.”

The Williams Commission investigated the delivery of 
public services in Wales and has recommended that Powys 
County Council should merge with Powys Teaching Health 
Board. 

The report suggests that councils in Wales should merge 
leaving 10, 11 or 12 local authorities rather than the cur- 


Budget cuts 
planned by 
council are 
'draconian' 

BUDGET cuts planned by 
Powys County Council were 
criticised as draconian and 
unworkable by those attend¬ 
ing a drop in consultation 
evening. 

And Welshpool’s Business 
Forum has passed a vote of 
no confidence in the county 
council after discussing the 
plans on Monday night. 

“A motion of ‘no confi¬ 
dence in the management of 
Powys County Council’ was 
unanimously passed at the 
business forum meeting,” 
said town clerk Robert 
Robinson. Scores of worried 
residents from a wide area 
were at the Town Hall in 
Welshpool last Thursday to 
find out more about the 
county council plans to 
tackle the unitary author¬ 
ity’s financial shortfall. 

Mr Robinson, said: 
“These proposals are dra¬ 
conian. Welshpool town 
councillors are extremely 
concerned that it may be 
expected to take over the 
running of many services, 
without the finances to do 
so. We have already taken 
over the public toilets in 
Welshpool.”

Powys will remain inde¬ 
pendent but the commission 
says that because the county 
is a “special case” due to its 
large geographical area, 
there is a “synergy between 
the health board and the 
local authority.” 

The proposal has been 
warmly received by both 
organisations who issued a 
statement saying it will pro¬ 
vide “service delivery and 
financial advantages for the 
county.” 

Unique 

The report says: “Because 
of the unique characteristics 
of the county of Powys and 
the distinctive patterns of 
service delivery that this cre¬ 
ates, we recommend that 
Powys County Council and 
Powys Teaching Health 
Board should merge. “This 
should be a two-stage 
process. The health board 
and the council, with the 
support of the Welsh Gov¬ 
ernment, should immedi¬ 
ately begin action to 
integrate all their gover¬ 
nance, management and 
delivery structures. 

“They should define these 
arrangements by the end of 
2014, and implement them 
immediately thereafter.” 

A joint statement issued 
by council leader Councillor 
Barry Thomas and health 
board Chairman Mel Evans 
said: “A single public sector 
body for Powys could have 
significant service delivery 
and financial advantages for 
the county.”

Revamp of 
car park 
toilets on 
the cards 

TOWN centre toilets in 
Oswestry could be demol¬ 
ished to make way for new 
facilities, including a visitor 
information centre. 

Last year the loos, at the 
Central Car Park, were in 
danger of closing under 
Shropshire Council budget 
cuts almost two years ago. 

But Oswestry Town 
Council rescued the building 
and has been running the 
toilets since April 2012. 

Now town mayor, Coun¬ 
cillor Chris Schofield has 
revealed that the site could 
be redeveloped. 

“The town council is 
responsible for cleaning and 
maintaining the Central Car 
Park toilets and has 
installed a new paddle sys¬ 
tem for entering the build¬ 
ing. 

“However, over the last 12 
months a number of prob¬ 
lems have arisen with the 
building. We have been com¬ 
plimented on how clean it is 
kept but the building has 
areas of concern, such as 
tiles coming off.” 

He said a recent budget 
seminar looked at ways of 
retaining toilets on the car 
park. 

He said several alterna¬ 
tives were discussed, includ¬ 
ing redeveloping the site to 
incorporate a visitor centre 
and public toilets. 

“As councillors we felt it 
important that the toilets 
were retained but it was 
clear that the existing build¬ 
ing needs replacing.”

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Project aims to keep note of rare music 


HUNDREDS of pieces of rare and 
out-of-print sheet music are looking 
for a home in Shropshire after the 
launch of a project to catalogue and 
archive the collection. 

The Seville Music Archive Library 
has been set up as a non-profit char¬ 
itable organisation with the aim of 
preserving out-of-print music for 
use by future generations. 


Since setting up in October, vol¬ 
unteers have collected 800 pieces of 
organ, piano, choral and brass 
music, study scores and reference 
books. 

Project manager Tom Evans, 
from West Felton, said: “We don’t 
just want to be an online lending 
library - we have aspirations to have 
a premises in the near future, hold 


regular events and support both 
young and old people in musical 
research.” 

The library has been named after 
early 7th century scholar and music 
theorist Isidore of Seville, who lived 
before musical notation was devel¬ 
oped and said that “unless sounds 
are held by the memory of man, they 
perish, because they cannot be writ¬ 


ten down.” Mr Evans said: “Man 
has been publishing music in one 
form or another since 1457. 

“However, we have now come to a 
stage where a lot of music is no 
longer printed in its original form. 
Our mission is to catalogue and 
store this music so it can be used by 
future generations to come.”

Cancer victim's climb 
nets £7,500 for charity 


AN Oswestry man suffering from “pesky ter¬ 
minal cancer” has raised more than £7,500 in 
just three weeks, after a gruelling climb to the 
top of Rodney’s Pillar on New Year’s Eve. 

David Lawson, 34, has enjoyed seeing the New 
Year in with friends on the top of the hill for the last 
10 years. 

After being diagnosed ■ 


with an incurable form of 
cancer, which he refers to as I 
a pesky terminal cancer, he 
thought that 2012/13 would 
be the last time he would 
make the trip. But he found 
the strength to make one 
last pilgrimage this year to 
help raise funds for a Shrop¬ 
shire based charity that 
helps children in Kenya. 

Within a few hours of 
posting his fundraising page 
Davey’s Midnight Madness - 
Let’s build a Classroom - on 
his internet Facebook page 
his trek had raised the 
£3,000 in sponsorship that 
he initially set as his target 
to fund a class for the 
Kenyan Schools Project. 

And as news of his chal¬ 
lenge spread the figure rose 
to £7,500 by yesterday 
(Wednesday). 

Mr Lawson, who is now 
being cared for at Severn 
Hospice, said the response 
had been fantastic. 

“The reason I was so keen 
to make this one last effort 
before the cancer gets the 
best of me, was to try and 
help the Kenyan Schools

helped me keep my own 
problems in perspective and 
brought me such a lot of joy 
these last months. 

The newspaper reporter 
said he could not have com¬ 
pleted the walk without his 
“amazing” friends and said 
he could not have helped the 
charity without all those 
who donated. 

“Getting me to the top of 
Rodney’s Pillar for midnight 
on New Year’s Eve was a 
real team effort, so I have to 
thank everyone for turning 
out to help, making sure all 
I had to do was to keep put¬ 
ting one foot in front of the 
other. 

“In physical terms, this 
part of the cancer has been 
the most painful so far and 
yet what you guys have done 
here has made it one of the 
happiest moments of my life. 
That’s an amazing gift 
you’ve given me and is 
something I will always 
cherish.”

might eventually get some¬ 
where near the £3,000 cost 
of building a classroom, but 
little did I anticipate every¬

To have 
gone from nothing to almost 
the entire total in just a few 
hours was more than I could 


take in and something I 
never imagined. 

“Anything beyond the 
£3,000 cost of the classroom, 
up to £5,000, equips it with 
blackboards, desks, chairs 
and other items.” 

“That is the cherry on a 
rather amazing cake. I just 
want to thank everyone, the 
trouble is I just can’t find 
words adequate to do it. It 


has touched me in a way I 
can not easily put into words 
and personally brought me 
such pleasure to see every¬ 
one coming together to do 
something like this.”

Tel: 01691 830075 Unit 2, The Village Workshops, 

www.sandersonsecofuel.co.uk F ou?cros r sirpo B ^s n sY22ls k f 



Foundry worker and former 
club doorman dies aged 44

THE family of a 44-year-old man 
who died suddenly has described 
him as the epitome of a good friend.

Mr Clark’s hobbies included Rung Fu and 


fishing. “He was teaching Aaron, whom he 
idolised, everything he knew about fishing. 

“He would spend long hours fishing along 
the canal or carp fishing at Ellesmere,” his 
brother said. 

Mr Clark’s family said they wanted to thank 
all the staff in the intensive care unit at the 
hospital where he spent his final days. 

“The staff there were tremendous, they 
could not have done any more for Steve or our¬ 
selves,” said Nick. 

Marcus Marmaras speaking on behalf of col¬ 
leagues at Castle Fine Arts said: “Steve was a 
big man with an even bigger heart. 

“He will be greatly missed by us all.”

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Motoring ban for woman 
who hit two pedestrians 


A 29-year-old woman who drove into two 
women, one of whom was 39 weeks preg¬ 
nant, has been banned from the road. 

Clare Marie Janicki, of Hawthorn Grove, Oswestry, was 
given a 12-week prison sentence, suspended for 12 months, 
banned from driving for 20 months after one of her victims 


claimed she had been left a 
prisoner in her own home by 
the injuries she suffered. 

She was also ordered to do 
150 hours of unpaid work, 
placed on a 12-month super¬ 
vision order and told to take 
a drink drivers’ awareness 
programme, pay £85 costs 
and an £80 surcharge. 

Janicki was arrested in 
the early evening of Septem¬ 
ber 29 after she turned from 
College Road into Llys Road, 
Oswestry and ran into 
Gillian Varley and her preg¬ 
nant niece, Kayleigh Varley. 

In a statement read out at 
Shrewsbury Magistrates 
Court Gillian - who took 
most of the impact and suf¬ 
fered a shattered shoulder, a 
broken rib and arm, cracked 
pelvis and cuts to her head - 
said: “Since the day I was 
knocked over my life has 
changed considerably. I feel 
like I am being punished 
because I am stuck in my 
home like a prisoner, when I 
was actually the innocent 
victim. 

“I have severe pain in my 
left arm and chronic back 
pain. I’ve had to have metal 
plates inserted in my arm

which will be in my body for 
the rest of my life. I have a 
scar now on my arm which 
is a constant reminder of 
what happened on that Sun¬ 
day. I have post traumatic 
stress and am losing clumps 
of my hair; I’m taking sleep¬ 
ing tablets, antidepressants 
and painkillers; I have 
nightmares.” 

Kayleigh suffered minor 
injuries and gave birth to a 
healthy baby on October 17. 

Janicki, who cried during 
the hearing had previously 
admitted drink driving, fail¬ 
ing to stop and driving with¬ 
out due care and attention. 

A breath test showed she 
had 78 microgrammes of 
alcohol in 100ml of breath - 
more than double the limit. 

Miss Ceri Lewis, for Jan¬ 
icki, said her client was 
“extremely remorseful”. 

“She said she doesn’t nor¬ 
mally drink to that extent 
but the previous day she had 
learned that her partner of 
eight years had been having 
a relationship with one of 
her friends,” Miss Lewis 
said.

EIGHT YEARS AGO...2006 

X Factor winners are almost guaranteed 
the number one slot at 
the end of the year, when 
the show reaches its 
finale. And Shayne Ward 
claimed the top spot for 
the last week of 2005 and 
running into January 
2006. His single, That’s My Goal, had the 
peak place for four weeks and sold 
313,000 copies on its first day, making it 
the third fastest selling single of all time. 
Shayne, who hails from Manchester, had 
three other top 10 singles. 

EIGHTEEN YEARS AGO. ..1996 

For six weeks in 1995, Michael Jackson 
held the top spot and the all-important 
Christmas Day number 
one with Earth Song. This 
was Michael’s sixth 
number one as a solo 
singer and he had a total 
of 38 records inside the 
top 10 between 1972 and 
2004. In 1991, Michael became the first US 
act to enter the chart at number one since 
Elvis Presley in 1960. His 1983 album 
Thriller has sold about 47 million copies. 

TWENTY EIGHT YEARS AGO. ..1986 

No duo has amassed more chart entries 
than the Pet Shop Boys. In 1986 they had 
the first of their four number one hits with 
West End Girls. The 
, single also reached the 
top of the US charts - 
| their only number one hit 
in America. Neil Tennant 
and Chris Lowe only 
managed one further top 
10 single in 1986. In 1987 four singles 
reached the top 10 - two went to number 
one, It’s A Sin and Always On My Mind. 

THIRTY EIGHT YEARS AGO... 1976 

Ask the public to vote for the best single of 
all time and it’s a safe bet that Queen’s 
Bohemian Rhapsody will be in the top 
three. In November 1975, 
this record hit the peak 
place in the charts and 
held it for nine weeks. In 
1991, when Freddie 
Mercury passed away, the |_ 
record was re-released and 
shot to number one. 

FORTY EIGHT YEARS AGO. ..1966 

The Beatles realised the importance of 
being the number one record at Christmas 
and they issued a double A single in 1965 
I with We Can Work It 
Out/Day Tripper making it 
! their ninth number one 
single - this time for five 
I weeks. They went on to 
gain a further eight 
1 singles at number one. 
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REMEMBER the days when 
landing a job with your local 
council meant you were set 
for life. 

I well recall my mother telling 
me the council would have been 
a better bet than journalism and 
to think about the pension pack¬ 
age. 

Well she was right back then 
but she wouldn’t be now. 

It’s a worrying time to be a 
council employee as all across 
the country enforced cuts mean 
every single job is under scrutiny 
and hundreds will go across 
Shropshire and Powys over the 
next 12 months. 

There’s no doubt that some 
councils have brought the prob¬ 
lems on themselves and will find 
it difficult to defend employee 
numbers and hard pressed to 
match the productivity levels of 
most in the private sector. 

But haven’t we all had to face 
up to the reality that none of us 
is indispensable - I know I did, 
seeing my job and pension torn 
away to become a redundancy 
statistic as the economy and fail¬ 
ing newspaper industry took 
hold. 

Today’s position is that very 
few of us can expect to be 
employed by the same company 
or organisation throughout our 
working life cycles and that 
means that our long-term finan¬ 
cial futures are unclear. 

Youngsters don’t have the 
resources to pay into lucrative 
pension schemes - if such things 
still exist. 

They are more concerned 
about paying rents and mort¬ 
gages and putting food on the 
table than saving for that rainy 
day. 

Many are being forced to wait 
longer to draw down their Gov¬ 
ernment pensions, working more 
years than they had bargained 
for as well as losing out on funds 
from company schemes. 

Yet only today I read the good 
news that Government statistics 
show the country is in recovery 
as the biggest ever quarterly 
increase in employment was 
recorded. Unemployment 

dropped to 7.1 per cent and a 
total of 280,000 jobs were cre¬ 
ated in the period. 

For those concerned about 
bank rates the news means we 
are close to a change as the Bank 
of England says the 0.5 per cent 
rate will only increase when 
unemployment figures reach 
seven per cent. Watch this space.

Butchers chew over year 
since horsemeat scandal 


It is a year since the shock of 
the horsemeat scandal 
Graham Breeze investigates 
if people’s buying habits 
have changed 


BUTCHERS in Oswestry say 
more people are interested 
in where their meat comes 
from following last year’s 
horsemeat scare. 

However some customers have 
returned to supermarkets, just a 
year after the news that some of 
the stores’ meat products were 
not all they were said to be. 

Ian Tomlinson, 35, from 
Hartshorns Butchers in Beatrice 
Street in Oswestry, said he had been 
a butcher since the age of 19. 

The shop sources its meat from 
local farmers and so know exactly 
where its joints and other products 
come from. 

Annoyed 

“We make all our own sausages and 
even our own black puddings so cus¬ 
tomers know that it is local meat that 
is going into those.” 

Hartshorns also cures its own 
bacon as well as buying other bacon 
in and produces a range of pies. 

“When the horsemeat scandal first 
broke we noticed a huge rise in cus¬ 
tomers. 

“They were all very keen buy local 
meat and meat products. 

“But over the year I think that peo¬ 
ple have drifted back to the super¬ 
markets.” 

“What made me annoyed about the 


Battams the Butchers Ste 

scandal was that people weren’t get¬ 
ting what they were told they were 
getting.” 

“When something says that it is 
beef then it should be beef.” 

Kevin Battams from Battams 
Butchers also in Beatrice Street, said 
he had seen many new customers at 
the shop in the past 12 months. 

“People are returning more and 
more to traditional butchers,” he said. 

“We know where all are meat is 
from and we butcher it on the prem¬ 
ises. 

“We also make all our own pies 
from scratch on the premises - cook¬ 
ing the meat and making the pastry. 
We are now employing six members of 
staff to keep up with the demand.” 

Mr Battams said the shop had

Then a number of stores and com¬ 
panies across Europe, including 
Findus and Nestle, recalled beef ready 
meals, after tests found they con¬ 
tained horse DNA. 

Mislabelled processed meat prod¬ 
ucts were discovered in the UK, the 
Republic of Ireland, France, Norway, 
Austria, Switzerland, Sweden and 
Germany.

The ones which con¬ 
clude the War Requiem - 
“Let us sleep now”.

HUSBAND HAS LEFT ME WITH THE KIDS, DEBTS AND NO MONEY - WHAT CAN I DO? 

Q. I recently found out that my husband has been cheating on me for the past two years. When I confronted him, he admitted to it. That was just before 
Christmas and in early January he informed me that he couldn’t live without this other woman and he just walked out on me and our children to go and live with 
her. I don’t want him back but I don’t have a job so I need him to support us financially. I managed to contact him at work but he is refusing to pay the mortgage 
and has left me with a mountain of credit card debts that I cannot repay. What can I do? 

A. The first thing you should do is consult a Solicitor. If you really do not want him back it would make sound sense for you to instigate divorce proceedings as 
soon as possible. At the same time, alongside the divorce proceedings, you can make an Application to the Court for a Financial Order. 

Within the Application for a Financial Order, you would be able to ask the Court to grant you what is referred to as a “Maintenance Pending Suit”. The purpose of 
this would be to try and ensure that your husband is forced to pay you Spousal Maintenance during the course of the divorce proceedings. If you were awarded 
Spousal Maintenance you could then use that money to pay the mortgage instalments and make payments towards your credit card debt. 

Within the financial proceedings, consideration will also be given as to what should happen to any capital, income and pensions that are either jointly owned or 
owned by either one of you. Consideration will also be given as to what level of Child Maintenance your husband should be paying.

Health access 
must get better 

ACCESS to rural health services must be 
improved a mid Wales Assembly Member 
has claimed. 


Amendments are being discussed in Par¬ 
liament for the local authority parking pol¬ 
icy. They include how to limit the use of 
CCTV for on-street parking enforcement, 
whether local authorities should allow a 
“grace period” where a driver has over¬ 
stayed in a parking place and the possibility 
of a ruling that parking charges and fines 
should not be used to subsidise other areas 
of local government spending. 

Town clerk David Preston said it was the 
latter possibility that worried Oswestry 
town councillors. 

Unusual 


Russell George, believes that access to 
some key health services in rural areas are 
still a real cause for concern. 

The AM took the opportunity during the 
National Assembly’s first sitting of 2014, to 
question Welsh Ministers about the provi¬ 
sion of out of hours mental health services, 
as well as the problems of attracting and 
recruiting GPs to rural surgeries. 

Mr George brought these issues to the 
attention of both the First Minister and the 
Health Minister, after they became frequent 
agenda items during meetings with the 
Montgomeryshire GP cluster group. 

Mr George said: “GPs are telling me that 
they are seeing shocking incidents of out of 
hours mental health care because the 
admissions and referral system has simply 
broken, this is just unacceptable.” 


“As a town council we are very unusual as 
we raise 75 per cent of our income by trad¬ 
ing, that is through our markets and our car 
parks. 

Town mayor Councillor Chris Schofield 
said: “This money is used to offset the serv¬ 
ices we provide which includes ploughing 
money into the town centre and attracting 
visitors. Initiatives include floral decora¬ 
tions, Christmas lights and various events.” 

“Without this money the town council 
would have to pass on the costs to the tax 
payer or drastically cut its services.” 

Oswestry Town Council runs the Central, 
Horsemarket and Smithfield car parks. 
Over the past year the number of motorists 
visiting the car parks has increased. 

Over the coming 12 months the main 
Central car park is expected to bring in 
£312,872 for the council.

Schools fearing 
impact of cuts 

SCHOOLS in Powys say they fear proposed 
county council cuts will have a huge impact. 

The council has revealed it plans to 
transfer costs to schools in 2014/15 as part 
of its bid to find £20 million of savings. 

These would range from £1.1 million sav¬ 
ings by transferring responsibility to 
schools for insurance and severance pay to 
removing financial support for theatre 
tours, ICT and supply cover. 

Head of the 69-pupil Churchstoke Pri¬ 
mary School Ian Roberts said schools had 
already had a cut in their budget from the 
Welsh Assembly settlement of between four 
and five per cent. 

He said: “Now we discover that to bal¬ 
ance its books, Powys County Council 
intends to put the costs onto the schools. 
The council may say it is making savings 
but in fact they will be cuts. 

“It is very likely to mean the music pro¬ 
vision will be lost and that we may not be 
able to invite theatre groups into school.”

There will also be a review of school 
meals, while post 16 students would be 
charged on school buses. 

Leisure savings planned include £1 mil¬ 
lion savings on a review of sports and 
leisure centres, with the possible closure of 
some and transfer of some facilities to com¬ 
munity groups and schools. 

Day centres could close with services pro¬ 
vided at other council or community facili¬ 
ties and residents accessing day care would 
see a rise in charges.

A MINI-roundabout at 
Chirk will be removed - fol¬ 
lowing complaints that 
motorists have never used it 
correctly. 

Work to get rid of the 
roundabout on the B4500

Councillors in Chirk have 
consistently complained that 
drivers have been flouting 
road rules at the round¬ 
about. It was installed sev¬ 
eral years ago but some 
motorists have been accused 
of ignoring it completely or 
even driving the wrong way 
around it. 

North Wales Police has 
worked with Wrexham 
Council highways bosses to 
try to address the issue and 
the council has now con¬ 
firmed it will be removed. 

Officers gave out warning 
letters at the beginning of 
last year to more than 50 
drivers who were spotted 
misusing the roundabout. 

But councillors say the 
problem has remained and 
have welcomed the removal 
of the roundabout all 
together. 

Councillors said some 
drivers drove straight over it 
or on the wrong side so they 
could access the opposite 
junction but were worried 
on-coming motorists were 
not able to see vehicles 
bypassing the roundabout.

A TRAIN driver has taken to

lected from the footplate of locomotive 
no 823 ‘Countess’ by department head 
Simon Bowden and steered to the staff 
mess, where colleagues waited with a 
cake to mark the occasion. 

General manager Terry Turner 
described how Don had been a great 
asset to the railway. 

“Don is not one for galas or special 
events, but he is always here midweek, 
when people are needed,” Terry said. 

“He is very unassuming - he comes 


here and does whatever’s needed. We 
hope he keeps coming back to his rail¬ 
way.” 

Don has always been a strong advo¬ 
cate of interesting young people in the 
railway, for many years bringing scout 
troops to work on the line. 

Despite no longer taking the regu¬ 
lator and living 70 miles from the line, 
Don promises he won’t be giving up 
the W&LLR. 

“I wouldn’t keep coming all this 
time if I didn’t like the railway, and 
the company here. As soon as you get 
home you start thinking about coming 
back again.”

Areas of land around the 3,000-year-old landmark have been put forward as 
potential sites for housing under Shropshire Council’s SAMDev, a county-wide 
blueprint of where houses are to be built in the future.

Councillors to 
discuss plans 

COUNCILLORS will hold their own meet¬ 
ing with English Heritage over controver¬ 
sial housing proposals around Oswestry’s 
ancient hillfort. 

Members of Selattyn and Gobowen 
Parish Council will hold the talks to help 
councillors put together their response to 
plans to build 188 homes off Gobowen Road 
and Oldport Farm. 

Although the houses, if they go ahead, 
will be in the parish of Oswestry Town 
Council, the hillfort itself is in the parish of 
Selattyn and Gobowen. 

Oswestry Town Council has already held 
its own talks with English Heritage over 
the issue. 

Councillor Sue Crowe backed the move at 
a meeting of Selattyn and Gobowen Parish 
Council particularly because of the level of 
concern about the plans and the level of 
interest both locally and nationally. 

She said: “It has hit the national press so 
I think we should definitely do something.” 


the The Hands Off Old Oswestry Hillfort 
(HOOOH) group which attracted nearly 
8,000 signatures against the plans. 

Campaigners say they are worried about 
the impact almost 200 proposed homes so 
close to the Scheduled Ancient Monument 
would have on the hillfort. 

The scheme, called the Oldport Master- 
plan, would see the eastern and south-east¬ 
ern approaches of the hillfort infilled with 
housing linking three separate sites. 

Kate Clarke, from HOOOH, said: “Shrop¬ 
shire Council planners have rejected hous¬ 
ing further away and to the west of Old 
Oswestry, stating unequivocally that it will 
have significant detrimental impacts on the 
hillfort’s setting. 

“You would expect at least the same 
assessment for the development at Oldport 
Farm to the east, which is much closer. 

“This shows blatant inconsistency in 
planning interpretation. 

Miss Clarke said the group’s concerns 
were shared with leading historical experts. 

Shropshire Council’s cabinet member for 
planning, Councillor Malcolm Price, said 
the authority’s proposals were the result of 
“careful consideration”. 

He added the protection of the hillfort 
setting had always been the primary consid¬ 
eration and stressed that no planning appli¬ 
cations had yet been submitted. 

“I would encourage those interested to 
look closely at the proposals and to consider 
them objectively,” he said.

The shop owner’s problems began on 
March 5 last year when the burglar broke 
in stealing jewellery, cash and a leather 
bag. A bin bag of papers was also taken. 

Traced 

Mr McCorquodale said: “A few days 
later a man from the council contacted me 
and said I had to go to the council offices. 
I wasn’t allowed to take my partner in 
with me. 

“They told me that the bag of papers 
had been found by the recycling site in 
Chirk and that they had traced them to 
myself through some of the invoices. 

“When they said I might be prosecuted 
for fly tipping I explained I had had a bur¬ 
glary at the premises and I thought that 
would be the end of it.” 

But on March 23 he received a letter say¬ 
ing that, while there would be no further 
action, he was receiving a formal warning 
for the offence and that fly tipping carried 
a maximum penalty of £50,000 or a 12- 
month prison sentence. 

“I now have this formal warning against 
my name,” he said. 


“The burglar was given the opportunity 
to defend himself but I have no way to 
appeal. 

“What I want now is an apology from 
Wrexham council and the formal warning 
removed.” 


A spokesman for Wrexham County Bor¬ 
ough Council said: “Following an investiga¬ 
tion, Mr McCorquodale was issued with a 
formal warning. 

“We had made a note of the burglary and 
no further action has been taken.”

Inspector Rik Klair, who 
is responsible for policing in 
north Shropshire, along 
with Sergeants Scott Barnes 
and Claire Greenaway took 
part in the inaugural online 
two-hour session. 

Pact talks in Oswestry are 
normally held during the 
regular meetings of the 
area’s local joint commit¬ 
tees. 

Reports 

The first question of the 
evening came from a con¬ 
tributor called Dave who 
asked what the police were 
doing about drugs in Mar¬ 
ket Drayton. 

Sgt Greenaway said offi¬ 
cers were working on a num¬ 
ber of reports at this time 
and have conducted war¬ 
rants in the town in the last 
couple of months. 

She said: “This is a prior¬ 
ity area for me and my team 
and I can reassure you that 
the situation is at the very 
top of my agenda. 

“The more information I 
receive, the more action I 
can take. I encourage all to 
call in and have the confi¬ 
dence that the team will 
respond.” 

A contributor called Rich 
asked the officers if they had 
any concerns about plans to 
turn street lighting off in 
Oswestry late at night to 
save money and energy. 

He asked: “Will this not 
make burglary easier during 
prolonged periods of dark¬ 
ness and therefore increase 
crime?” 

Sgt Barnes replied: “It is 
a decision being made by 
Shropshire Council to save 
money. ”

Stately home 
plan drawn up 

PLANS for the potential future of Brogyn- 
tyn Hall - the ancestral home of the 
Harlech family - will be unveiled to coun¬ 
cillors in the coming weeks. 

Although the estate near Oswestry is still 
on the market for £5 million, J Ross Devel¬ 
opments has drawn up plans for how the 
estate could be redeveloped. 

The company, part of the Pickstock 
Group, will not comment publicly on its 
interest in the estate. But it has invited 
members of the Oswestry Town Council to 
a pre-planning application exhibition later 
this month. 

Jonathon Bengough, from estate agents 
Knight Frank, said: “Brogyntyn is still on 
the market. We have had a great deal of 
interest both from across Britain and from 
abroad.” 

The current Lord Harlech sold the estate 
more than a decade ago after it had lain 
empty for 15 years. 


A report to the councillors says 
Oswestry like any town has its “fair 
share” of pigeons along with their associ¬ 
ated mess on buildings and pavement. 

Council facilities manager Glenys 
Davies says in the report the town’s his¬ 
toric Guildhall building suffers problems 
because of the pigeons and further prob¬ 
lems came from associated secondary 
pests such as flies, fleas, mites, ticks and 
moths. 

Mrs Davies said the town’s showpiece 
Cae Glas Park also suffered with pigeons 
eating bedding plants and roosting in the 
trees especially over the children’s play¬ 
ground. 

Frighten 

The report says council chiefs contacted 
Mr Hamilton, who runs the Close 
Encounters birds of prey company and 
keeps a Harris Hawk, a Common Buz¬ 
zard, a European Eagle Owl and a Pere¬ 
grine Falcon, to ask if he had any ideas. 

Mrs Davies said: “Harry proposed 
walking around the town centre and Cae 
Glas Park with one of his birds twice a 
week to frighten the pigeons and so move 
them on. 

“No birds are harmed during the 
process, simply frightened. 

“Charge for each visit is £75 and it was 
proposed that twice a week would be a

reasonable deterrent and it was suggested 
that this proposal was put to the test. 

“The twice weekly visits started in June 
to coincide with the summer bedding 
planting in the park and the reduction in 
pigeon numbers was astonishing. 

“In fact no pigeons are present when 
the walks are being carried out. 

“If Harry was allowed to fly his birds 
early in the morning in the park the effect 
would be more lasting. 


“Since the trial began Shropshire Coun¬ 
cil’s Street Scene department have seen a 
notable reduction in pigeons on Festival 
Square. 

“Pigeons used to swarm in the square 
and settle on the Majors building in their 
hundreds. 

“This has noticeably reduced. 

“Shropshire Council has asked Harry to 
hold a promotional event on Festival 
Square in the next few weeks.”

Concerns over decline of 
some of our garden birds 


AS I’ve remarked on several occasions, 
being a dog owner brings many benefits. 

Chilly winter mornings whether frosty and crisp 
or wet and soggy, come rain or shine, the responsible 
owner never fails to take that morning constitu¬ 
tional; begrudgingly or otherwise. And of course it is 
on such wanderings that we see many an unexpected 
sight in the natural world. 

However, it’s not all plain sailing; there are dan¬ 
gers, too for our four-legged friends. Recently a small 
black terrier went missing in the Colemere area. 

As an owner of a small black terrier myself, I can 
only imagine the pain of the owner as he continues 
to search for her. Roads, holes and even criminal 
gangs all pose other threats to every dog owner and 
of course we all must be responsible enough to “poo- 
pick”. 

In one’s own garden fences must be secure and 
maintained and of course there’s the local cat popu¬ 
lation to worry about. Despite the fact that whenever 
my hound actually encounters a feline that does not 
run, he has absolutely no idea what to do with it. I 
must admit to occasionally letting him have a run at 
one that is stalking the bird feeders. 

Experience 

However, if you were to live in certain states of the 
American West, the tables may well be turned some¬ 
what. In California dogs are sometimes attacked by 
mountain lions. But as you may have guessed, if I 
had had an experience with a mountain lion, you 
would have heard about it before now! The closest I 
got whilst living there was a set of footprints in the 
sand. 

Cats in this country don’t mercifully come as large 
as cougars, but they are still an issue when it comes 
to wildlife. 

I have long maintained that they are a major cause 
for garden bird declines. I am not in the business of 
believing things without evidence, though, and when 
scientific research argues in one direction, you won’t 
find me writing to the contrary. 

The Mammal Society estimates that the UK’s cats

catch up to 275 million prey items a year, of which 
55 million are birds. This is the number of prey items 
that were known to have been caught. We don’t know 
how many more the cats caught, but didn’t bring 
home or how many escaped but subsequently died. 

This is a huge number and might well justify out¬ 
raged writings by myself or others. However, it would 
be dishonest of me to go with my heart on this one. 

There is no scientific evidence that predation by cats 
in gardens is having any impact on bird populations 
UK-wide. This may be surprising, but many millions 
of birds die naturally every year, mainly through star¬ 
vation, disease, or other forms of predation. The evi¬ 
dence instead suggests that cats tend to take weak or 
sickly birds. 

The problem comes when cat predation is additional 
to other causes of mortality; ie an already rare species 
or species that is suffering a disease outbreak. This 
may well have a serious impact on bird populations 
and cat owners should make the effort to understand 
the current state of the species that their cats are 
killing. 

Gardens provide a breeding habitat for at least 20 
per cent of the UK populations of house sparrows, 
starlings, greenfinches, blackbirds and song thrushes 
four of which are declining across the UK. 

For this reason it would be prudent to try to reduce 
cat predation as, although it is not causing the 
declines, some species are already under pressure. 

The UK’s birds should certainly keep an eye out for 
cats, cats in turn should keep an eye out for dogs but 
at least, in this country, dogs don’t need to keep an eye 
out for cats.

Super Eagles book spot in 
Bowl final after gritty win

OSWESTRY stayed on course for some sil¬ 
verware this season as they booked their 
place in the final of rugby’s Cheshire Bowl 
with a 29-5 victory over Ellesmere Port at 
rain-lashed Granville Park. 

The game started at a slow pace, which was expected 
given the conditions, before bursting into life when Jack 
Fox pounced on a dropped ball within his own half and 
kicked down field before picking up well to touch down - 
the first of four tries for the home side - with Dan Williams 
converting. 

More tense play followed, with both sides making han¬ 
dling errors as they struggled to contend with the mud cov¬ 
ered ball. 

However, despite the slippery conditions, the Eagles’ 
backs showed terrific hands to spread the ball wide, and 
Nick Howland rounded his opposite man and produced a 
burst of pace to score a well worked try in the corner, but 
the difficult conversion attempt drifted wide of the far post. 

Ellesmere Port soon worked their way back into the 
Oswestry half, and poor discipline in the ruck by the home 
side gifted the visitors an attacking lineout within the 22 
metres line. 

And they made the opportunity count, taking the ball 
well and setting up a driving maul which they used to get 
over the Eagles’ line and score, with the kick missed. 

As the rain began to fall heavily, both the pitch and the 
ball became ever more greasy, making it difficult for both 
sides as Oswestry headed into the interval with a 12-5 
advantage. 

Good tackling 

Coach Gaz Barrett was forced to make two changes, with 
both Tom Thorpe and Fox departing through injury, but 
excellent cover was provided by Tom Treasure and young 
Luke Roberts, who instantly made his presence felt with 
some good tackling. 

The second half began similar to the first, with the Eagles 
looking the more dangerous of the two sides before crossing 
for a third touchdown. 

Following a good attacking platform set up by the for¬ 
wards, Andy Merrett embarked on a terrific line to burst 
through the opposition midfield, and then produced some 
superb pace and power to stretch over the line, but the conv 
ersion kick was just wide once more. 

The Eagles continued to pressure the visitors, and they 
won another chance to add to their tally with a penalty 
within Williams’ kicking range, but the ball hit the crossbar 
and Ellesmere Port were let off. 

However, good chasing by the Oswestry backs put the 
catcher under pressure, and a poor kick by the visitors’ fly 
half gave the Eagles another chance.

THE New Saints look set to be given 
a helping hand in their Welsh Premier 
title pursuit as their only realistic chal¬ 
lengers Airbus UK face the prospect 
of being docked points.
